Hiegwood sang asong on the scaf- 
fold. His composure in the face of Ywmn- 
pending death was impressive, and he 
went to his doom protesting his inno- 
cence to the very last. 

About 500 people witnessed the 
hanging, which though intended to be 
private, was easily made public by the 
location of the place on which the 
scaffold was locafed.

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Vice Commission Completes 
Work at Secret Meeting, 


Segregation Will Be Recom- 
mended When the Report Is 
Given Out in October--Broad 
Discretionary Powers for 
Police Will Be Urged.

The coipiission appointed by Mayor 
Courtland Ss. Winn to make an inves- 
tigation and report on the sexual vice 
in Atlanta, has held its final meeting, 
has completed its report, and will 
make it public in October. The re- 
port, it is understood, will recommend 
giving, the police broad discretionary 
powers, and will urge regulations to 
drive clandestine vice from the city 
into the segregated area. 

The police have already heeded one 
of the recommendations of the com- 
mission to eliminate the sale or dis- 
pensation of beer in resorts, and will 
shortly serve notice on the proprie- 
tors of resorts that music, song and 
dance will have the ban put on it. 

The members of the commission re- 
fuse to discuss the report. 

All Pledged to Secrecy. 

“We are pledged to secrecy, 
member. “While it 1s true 
commission has practically 
its repori, still it is possible 
some changes will be made con- 
the recommendations. some 
of the members are away from the 
city. They are investigating condi- 
tions in other cities, and their findings 
may be of value to the commission. 

Chairman Joseph A. McCord stated 
Friday that the report would not be 
made until October. He also said that 
the members of the commission were 
sworn to, secrecy until, the report is 
ready to be placed in the hands of 
Mayor Winn and the general council. 

It has been learned, however, that 
several members of the committee fa- 
vor abolishing the restricted district 
on the ground that tv allow it is to 
legalize vice. Other members favor 
removal of the district to an isolated

While Hayes was ostensibly the de- 
fendant, Thomas D. Thacher, Hayes’ 
counsel, virtually transformed the 
trial into a probe of the police depart- 
ment and an arraignment of the policy 
of Mayor Gaynor toward the regula- 
tion of vice. 

Verbal Orders Given. 

The attorney grilled Commissioner 
Waldo in an effort to show that. ‘“out- 
ward decency’ was the criterion by 
which the mavor wished the question 
of vice suppression to be determined, 
and then put Hayes on stand to prove 
that the commissioner had given the 
inspector verbal orders in pursuance 
of this policy, and had not counter- 
manded them until they -had become 
public. Hayes emphatically denied 
that he had made a false statement 
when he told the commissioner the 
latter had ordered him not to make 
raids on disorderly houses except from 
the commissioner's instructions. In 
accordance with these instructions he 
had made no raids, he said, since Feb- 
ruary, although previously he had 
made many and had “cleaned out” one 
inspection district. 

It was on August 8, or about the 
time when the scandals growing out 
of the Rosenthal case were being aired, 
that Commissioner Waldo, according 
to the witness, threatened to “fire” 
him for atating that he had received 
such orders. This he threatened to 
do on-two subsequent occasions, Hayes 
testified, but it was not until August 
16, the day after the publication of an 
interview from “an inspector,” who 
was quoted as saying he had received 
such orders from the commissioner, 
that Waldo made good his alleged 
threats by suspending him and reduc- 
ing him to a captain’s rank.

United States and the subsequent en- 
Sagement with United States troops 
below Hachitay N. M., ag reported to- 
day to General E. Z. Steever, at Fort 
Bliss, Texas, marks the sixth invasion 
of American soil in the last few weeks. 

It is probable that tHe border patrol 
along the Sonora line will be strength- 
ened, say officials at Fort Bliss, from 
where General Steever commands the 
department of Texas ag well as the 
Arizona and New Mexico border ad- 
jacent. At present there are only three 
troops of the Thirg cavalry stationed 
near Hachita, where a number of the 
invasions by rebels have occurred re- 
cently. 

Although no one was injyred in the 
brush today the incident is deemed of 
more than passing import. 

Looking for Trouble. 

It is asserted that Inez Salazar, the 
rebel chief operating. below the New 
Mexico border, is intent on causing 
internatignal complications, coincident 
with his disarmament of American 
settlers in the state of Chihuahua. 

iSnce the invasion of. Sonora by 
rebels, Salazar has made many incen- 
diary speeches and has issued a procla- 
mation against Americans, according 
to advices received by military au- 
thorities. It is believed the rebels 
know the dividing line between New 
Mexico and the Mexican _— state of 
Sonora and that the 
American soil, as reported today, was 
merely made to antagonize the United 
States troops stationed along the 
border. The rebels are in 
of ammunition and the activity: of the 
American soidiers in preventing the 
smuggling of munitions of war has 
caused much ill feeling.

“It's Suspender Jack.” 

“It’s ‘Suspender .Jack’ McGee,” cried 
a voice from the gallery. Chairman 
Straus looked puzzled.

Georgians Must Vote Demo- 


cratic in Both National and 
State Elections. 


No voter who “bolts” the democratic 
nationa] ticket this year and votes for 
the republican, the progressive party, 
socialist or prohibition nominees for 
president and vice president, will be 
permitted to participate in the state 
election two years hence, according to 
a ruling made Thursday by the demo- 
cratic state executive committee, 

Notice of this important action was 
not given out until Friday. The reso- 
lution was offered by F. M. Longley, of 
Troup county, in the secret session 
of the committee, and adopted. It 
reads: 

“Resolved, by the state executive 
committee of Georgia, That in the ap- 
proaching presidential election all 
qualified electors casting their ballots 
for the democratic nominees for presi- 
dent and vice president of the United 
States shall be entitled to participate 
in the democratic primary two years 
hence, unless by their public declara- 
tions they have ceased to be demo- 
crats.” 

So far as the committee ean, It will. 
open the doors of the next state demo- 
cratic primary to all Georgians who 
vote for Wilson and Marshall in No- 
vember, unless they later cease’ to be 
democrats. 

But the man’who has been in the 
habit of voting the republican ticket in 
national elections, and then turning 
around and voting in the democratic 
state primaries, has been served with a 
warning. Unless he wants to be ruled 
out of the state’ primary two years 
from now when a United States sena- 
tor, governor and other officers are to 
be chosen, he had better vote demo- 
cratic this:year. That is the interpre- 
tation placed by the committee on the 
Longley resolution. :
